EASILY ANSWERED. 

LET THE ‘‘STAATS-ZEITUNG ” TRY IT AGAIN. 

Yesterday's Staats-Zeitung had an editorial 
written in German—-stating m effect that in the 
year 1873, Louis C. Huck, during the absence of 
bis father, was left in charge of his large brew- 
ery; tbat as such he had to look out for making 
an honest return to the Government officers of 
the beer which was sold; that the Assessor of 
Internal Revenue proved that the sworn month- 
ly tax statements of the were intentionally 
falsified; that in consequence of this fraud on 
the Treasury the brewery was forced to pay 
$50,000, and tbat the brewery offered to settle 
with the Government, thereby confessing that 
its returos had been too low. The facts in 
the case, which by no means bear out the 
allegations of the Stau- Zeitung, are very easily stated. 
At the time mentioned the Internal Revenue law im- 


posing a tax upon malt liquors had just gone into ef-. 


fect, and the brewers, ignorant of its technicalities, 
were continually violating it. During 1863 eight of 
the brewing establishments of Chicago were locked up 
for violations of the law, and all, or nearly all, were 
compelled to pay penalties to the Treasury. Mr. 
Huck brewery was among those, and at the time Mr. 
John A. Huck was absent. The brewery, bowever, 
was not left in charge of hie son, Louis C. Huck, who 
was then about 19 or 20 yeare old, and who had 
no interest whatever in the establishment at that time, 
but in the hands of Mr. Bartholomae, Mr. Huck“ son- 
in-law, ands partner in the business, Young Huck 
was not interested in the concern in any way for some 
time subsequent. 
That is the general statement. 
THE PARTICULARS 

are as follows, as learned from Mr. E. G. Asay: Mr. 
John A. Huck shipped a quantity of beer to Cairo, 
and in the transit all of it was frozen sad rendered 
worthless, The barrels were thereupon shipped back 
to the brewery and steamed out. They were then ro- 
filied aad reshipped to Cairo, and on this state of facts 
the revenue officers claimed a forfeiture. Mr. John 
A. Huck admitted the act but denied its criminality, at

A FEW FACTS FOR TAX-PAYERS, 


The following facts, dfawn from the records 
of the Board of County Commussioners and

The first Board was om the 4th day of De- 
cember, 1871, and was composed of such reputabie cit- 
izens aud tax-payers as Carter H. Harrison. Marcus C. 
Stearns, Gen. Julius White, Charies Hitchcock, and 
Maucel Taicott. 

Among others, then members, were those of unen- 
viable notoriety, Messrs. Samuel Ashton and Joho 
Crawford. 

The County Board, d the early part of ite his- 
tory, was entitled to the and confidence of the 

ublic, because at that time of tragrant memory 
bad not perfected the ring Which now holds the purse 
of Cook County. 

But on Dec. 1, 1873, being ‘the third organization of 
the Board, the following composed the Board: Messrs. 
Ashton, Bogue, Clough, Cfawford, Harris, Harrison, 
Jones, Roeile, Russell. Singer, Burdick, Herting, Lon- 
erdan, Busse, and Johnson, 

At that date the ring assumed formidable yrepee. 
tions. The County Treasury wae regarded as a bird 
of fair proportions, and bere commenced Mr. tHesing’s 
connection with the ring, apd through his exertions 
and mfluence it was foisted on the people of Cook 
County, with its entaliment of jobs, frauds, and cor- 
ruptions, The first overt act on Mr, Hesing’s part was 
the election of Samut Aston to the responsible posi- 
tion of Chairman of the Board, thereby giving bim 
the appointment of the Committees and giving the 
ring a majority on all the important Committees. 
Several of the Repubhcan members waited upon Mr. 
Hering after the success of the reople's party in 181, 
and urged upon him the importance of using his in- 
fluence to prevent the election of Ashton as Coairman 
of the Board, and urged the election of Mr. Harrison, 
put Mr. Hes nd refused & ail m the election of an 
honesi man, 

The election of Ashton was the final act which gave 
the ring complete control of the Board, and the Com- 
mittees were made up entirely in the interest of 
the ring, and were dictated by Hesing and Periolat. 
Periolat succeeded in obtaining nearly all the con- 
tracts from the Board. It was well understood at that 
time, and is well known now, that Mr. Hesing was the 
great founder of the People’s party. With one wave of 
his political wand he could make or unmake men, 
whether German or Irish; none dared to stand 
covered in his presence, and his will was law. He 
was, and ever since has been, the grand dictator. He 
was potent for good or evil, How weil has be used 
his trusts? Let the facts tell the story. 

He was, and ever has been, in the People’s party the 
same selfish bully that he was in the Republican party. 
When he found the latter likely to slip away from him, 
and refuse longer to submit to his threats that the 
Staate-Zeitung would not support this or that measure, 
he cast about for some other world in which he might 
reign supreme, and with his 30,000 Germans,” which, 
with contemptuous boasting, he claimed to carry in 
his pocket, he proposed to dictate a new policy to a 
new party; and in this he succeeded, and thereby in- 
flicted upon the people of Cook County a ring not sur- 
passed in rottenness and corruption by the slimy mon- 
ster that fastened itself on the throat of New York 
under the dictation and genius of Hesing’s prototype 
—Tweed, 

Beans.—Among the supples furnished by Hesing’s 
friend, Perioiat, for the poor of the county, were 
beans. Complaints were made by the poor people of 
the quality of the supplies—they were inferior to the 
samples, and in many cases utterly unfit for use. 

The beans were actually rotten, and so offensive that 
a sample of them nearly caused an sdjovrnment of 
the Board. 

On the Sth of March, 1874, one of the Commission- 
ers presented to the Board a of beans of ths kind 
and with the effect just mentioned, which had been 
delivered to a pauper family by Perigiat, on an order 
of the County Agent. A motion was made to recom- 
mit to the Committee on Put ties that portion 
of their report recomm for these beans, 
with instructions to exam the 
beans delivered, (See page 

lbe Committee su 
ported, 

The Chicago Times of A 25, 1874, centained a 
detailed statement as to the qualities of goods furnish- 
ed to the paupers, stating that they had samples of all 
the articles referred to, and, at the session of the 
Board held Aprii 27, 1874, the proceedings (page 73 of 
March session, 1874) show that Commissioner Bogue 
introduced the following: 

Wurms, The Chicago Times, in its issue of April 
25, 1874, contained serious charges nst the con- 
tractor for furnishing supplies on the County Ageut’s 
order; therefore, 

Hesotned, That a special Committee of three de ap- 
pointed to investigate said charge*. 

Mr. Crawford, now a candidate on the Hesing ticket 
for re-election, moved that the resoluti u be referred 
to the Committee on Public Charities and Hospital, 
with inetructions to investigate the character and 
quality of supplies furnished. 

The Committee pever reported, and Periolat, with 
the permission of the ring and the connivance of the 
Wardens whom de and the ring had elected to take 
charge of the charitable institutions of the county, 
continued to deliver rotten and worthless supplies to 
the unfortunate poor, while the county paid for a good 
quality. . 

On Aug. 21, 1874 (see pages 108 and 109 June session), 
Commissioner Bogue presented a tabulaied statement 
te the Board showing a list of eighty articles furnished 
to the Insane Asylum, and County Poor-Ho and 
County Hospital by Periolat, giving the prices paid and 
the contract price, in which the price charged exceeded 
the contract price from 10 to 100 per cent. 

Commissioner Clough moved the reference of the 
paper to a select committee of five, to consist of non- 
members of tbe Public Charities and Hospital Com- 
mittees,” but the ring members objected to having 
their acts investiguted the honest members of the 
Board, and so referred the subject matter to the Hos- 
pital and Public Building Committees, consisting, 
with two exceptions, of the very members who had 
previously audited the bills, The Committee com- 
menced their session by appointing one John M. 
Rountree as the person to conduct the investigation in 
the interest of the ring, and to shield the guiity parties. 

Rountree was County Attorney for Riug, and 
was the friend and candidate of Hesing. He examined 
the witnesses, and, instead of putting plain, straicht- 
forward questions, put such questions as would not 
call out and develop the facts. His opinions were all 
in the interest of the Ring, and finally Mr. Commis- 
sioner Bardick, for the purpose of ascertaining just 
where Rountree and his consorte stood, demanded bis 
opinion in writing on several points, and which was 
given, ever in the interest of the Ring, but an opinion 
which at the time was derided by every respectable 
and intelligent lawyer in the city who investigated the 
question. and among them Judge Beckwith, who gave 
an opinion iu writing. 

Two reports were written. —one by the majority, 
which found themselves and the contractors innocent. 
Mr. Rountree, the accommodating att wrote two 
or three reports which, it was hoped, Mr. Bardick 
would sign, but that gentleman preferred to write bis 
own report, and did not concur with the majority, 
most of whom were friends of Periolat, and of whom 
they received their family supplies. ' 

Since the awarding of these contracts, Periolat has 
fitted up in an elaborate and ex ive manner 
ments in McCormick Block own as 
Club,” of which Mr. Rountree, the At 
Board, is President; the same Rountree who was 
President of Hesing’s Convention, and is Chairman of 
the Hesing-Conly-Crawford Campaign Committee. 

At the Union Club may be found almost daily Roun- 
tree, Conly, Crawford, McCaffrey. most of the county 
contractors, aud other friends of Hesing connected 
with the ring, and who are now using their best efiorts 
to secure the election of Hesing, Conly and Crawford, 
so as to perpetuate the dynasty. 

For the purpose of showing bow completely the con- 
tractors manage and control the Board, the following 
is quoted from a minority report (Jan. 25, 1875, 
page 92, Dec. session, 1874) : 

Andrew Heggen had the contract for furnishing 
Cook County with any and all dry goods required by 
it for the year ending Dec, 31, 1874. In December last 
just past, on examining the dry goods at the Poor- 
House and Insane Asylum, it was found—by a special 
committee of this Board then investigating the affairs 
of these two institutions—that the dry goods received 
at these institutions were of a very inferior quality for 
the prices named in the contract, and many samples 
were taken by the deed a piece of each 
of the leading articles were taken to compare with 
similar bere—with the view of comparing the 
prices of the same; aud the undersigned, asa mem- 
ber of that epecial Committee, went to Mesers. Field, 
Leiter & Co,, for the purpose of obtaining the real 
vaine of the various kinds of goods being received by 
the county from Andrew Heggen, the contractor for 
dry goods, when it was demonstrated that the various 
articles represented by the samples could be pur- 
chased from this irm—Fieid, Leiter & Oo.—for 46 per 
cent, or less, of the amounts actually being paid to 
the contractor. For instance:

The Committee visited the various establishments, 
whose propositions were considered favorable, They 
found the bakery of Ar. Voltz, on Milwaukee avenue, 
capable of baking ali the bread that might be required 
for the county use, the bread of good quality, and 
proper-sized loaves, The establishment of Schwein- 
furth Bros. wae aleo visited wita a simular result. 

The majority of the Committee favored the proposi- 
tion of Schweinfurth Bros., to furnish the bread re- 
quire’ by the County Agent for the year ending Dec. 
Sl, 1875, at the rate of $2.50 per 109 pounds, being at 
the rate of 244 cents per 1 pound loaf of bread. 

Last year the county paid for £0),000 pounds of 
bread for the County Agent office,or the sum of 
$4,000. The proposition of Schweinfurth Bros., 
allowing the same quantity of bread to be consumed 
this year as was consumed last year, will amount to the 
sum of $20.00, while that of Fred Voltz amounts to 
the sum of $17,520, 

This being the case, it would seem imperative on the 
Board to give this contract for bread to Fred Voltz, his 
bid being 41 cepts per hundred pounds lower than the 
Schweinfurth Drothers, and. in addition to the usual 
boud to comply strictly with the terms of the contract, 
Mr. Voliz proposes to place im the hands of the County 
Board, asa further guarantee of the faithful per- 
formance of the contract to the Very letter, five $1,000 
Cook County vnterest-bearing bonds, and, all being 
considered, , ¢ does appear that to Mr. Fred Voitz 
beiougs the contract, not only for the reason that this

The minority report was not adopted, Commission- 
ers Crawford and Conly voting against it.

HESING AND ACNEW. 
OLD FOES ANQ NEW FRIENDS. 

The Staats-Zeitung of Tuesday, Feb. 2, 1875, 
had a card from A. C. Hesing containing the 
following references to Sheriff Agnew : 

When it was rumored that Agnew intended to ap- 
pont McHale and his own brother Luke to responsible 
positions, a committee of our best and most oe gud 
able citizens of Irish birth called upon me and re- 
queste me to prevent such e.

The assessment made upon the county and 
city employes a few days ago in the interest of

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SOLDIERS’ 1 REUNION: 


The Surviving Members of the Elev- 
enth Illinois Infantry eat 
Ottawa-—Speeches by Gens. Oglesby 
and Logan—Poem and songs by Poet 
and Minstrels. 

Special Dispatch te The Chicago Tribune 

Orrawa, III., Oct. 27.— The soldiers reunion 
in this city to-day was a complete success. The 
attendance of the burviving soldiers and their 
friends was reasonably large, and the ceremonies 
entirely satisfactory, Flags were displayed on 
the principal buildings, the cannon was fired at 
noon, and at 2 o'clock the soldiers, headed by 
the band, marched from the Court-House, which 
was speedily filled with soldiers and ladies and 
gentlemen from various localities. 

The exercises were music, prayer, song by the 
Glee Club, and then a neat introductory speech 
of welcome by Charles Blanchard, Esgq., of this 
city. 

He was succeeded by Gen. Tillson, who read « 
poem composed by himself expressly for this 
occasion. 

Gen. Oglesby was introduced by the Hon. T. 
Lyle Dickey, of Chicago. The General opened 
by declaring that he felt disinclined to speak, 
but, as he had the name of being a public speak- 
er, he would not be believed, hence he spoke. 
The last fourteen years seemed a small space 
in history, and yet the events that have 
been crowded into that space make it 
seem like a century. He was there, like the 
audience, to pay respect to the illustrious dead 
of the noble Eleventh Lilinois Infantry. He re- 
ferred to the gallant beariug and noble presence 
of the lamented Gen. Wallace, and recounted 


the marches of Wallace’s regiment to his own 
from Springfield to Fort Donaldson; desorbed 


- that bioody battle, the bravery of the Eleventh, 


and of Wallace and Ransom, its officers. After 
alluding to Wallace’s death, he exclaimed in pa- 
thetic vehemence: Why were these brave men 
taken away and you and I spared ? Why was Logan 

and Tilison; why was Oglesby not kill- 
ed?” The address was appropriate to the ooca- 
sion, and enthusiastically received. 

He was succeeded after his hour-and-a-half 
address by Gen. John A. Logan, who was loudly 
called, and, on appearing, vociferously applaud- 
ed. Gen. Logan was eloquent and patriotic. 
He paid glowing tributes to the memory of the 
brave dead soldiers of the Eleventh. When 
Wallace fell the Earth, mother of all, never 
bared her bosom to a nobler form, and the gates 
of Heaven were never opened to receive a nobler 
spirit. {Applause.j So he might say, too, of 
modest, invincible, intrepid Gen. Ratisom.

Argument is now being heard zby the 
United States Supreme Court in the case of 
the Government against the Union Pacific 
Railroad Company, to compel the latter tu 
reimburse the Government for interest paid 
upon the bonds leaned to assist in the con- 
struction of the road, or, more specifically, to 
permit the Government to withhold the en- 
tire amount due the Company for transporta- 
tion and apply the same as an offset to the 
claim for the payment of interest on the 
bonds. An idea of the magnitude of 
the issue now pending in the Supreme 
Court is furnished by Attorney-General 
Prerrepont’s statement, that a decision in 
favor of the Company will be equivalent to a 
gain of $200,000,000 to the stockholders of 
the Pacific Railroads, and that, before a single 
generation shall have passed, the Govern- 
ment will have paid, in the shape of interest 
alone, for the different Pacific Railway Com- 
panies, the enormous sum of $318,0385,714, 
less only the deduction of one-half the Com- 
panies’ charges for services rendered the 
Government from year to year. 


THE BALLOT-BOX GUARDS. 

The Sixteenth Ward Republican Club has 
set an excellent example for the course that 
ought to be pursued with reference to the 
proposed stuffing of the ballot-boxes. They 
have organized what they call Ballot-Box 
Guards,” who are to be officered by a Cap- 
tain, a First and Second Lientenant, and five 
Sergeants. The self-imposed duty of this 
organization is to stand by the polls and pro- 
tect them against fraud on election day. 
Such an organization should „be formed by 
the honest voters in every ward in the city, 
and it should count among its members all 
the active and stalwart young men in the 
ward who are interested in an honest elec- 
tion. 

The particular function of the Ballot-Box 
Guards should be to protect the challengers 
in their rights. We reproduce the section of 
the Election law defining these rights : 

The judges of election shail allow at least one and 
not more than two legal voters of each party to the 
contest, to be chosen by the parties respectively, in 
the room where the election is held, to act as chal- 
lengers of voters at such election; and such chal- 
lengers may remain with the board of election until 
the votes are all canvassed and the result declared. 


In conformance with this provision, the 
Republican Campaign Committee, with the 
advice and help of gentlemen living in the 
various wards, will unquestionably select two 
men to act as challengers at every precinct. 
It will then be for the Ballot-Box Guards in 
each ward to watch their precinets for the 
double purpose of seeing that the challengers 
do their duty faithfully and unflinchingly, 
and to see that they are not prohibited 
by strategy, intimidation, or violence 
from remaining with the ballot-boxes 
from the opening of the polls 
until the vote shall have been counted. The 
Election law likewise requires (Sec. 56) that 
there shall be no adjournment and no recess 
until the votes shall have been counted and 
the result publicly announced. The Ballot- 
Box Guards can also see taat this provision of 
the law is not violated. 

The merchants of the city are doing well 
to organize a protest against the threatened 
corruption of the ballot-bor. If election- 
frauds are permitted to become the rule, in- 
stead of the exception, in this city, the mer- 
cantile community of Chicago may expect to 
suffer as the business of New York and Balti- 
more has suffered from the same cause. If 
the Chicago merchants would prevent these 
frauds, they should go at it in a practical Way. 
Their influence will count for nothing with 
the people who are deliberately proposing to 
stuff the ballot-boxes.. Speech-making will 
not help the matter. A large meeting will 
make no impression upon the County 
Commissioners, nor the Opposition judges, 
nor the roughs who will gather at 
the polls in the interest of the Hesine ticket. 
But there are two ways in which these mer- 
chants can do practical service, viz.: (1) By 
closing their establishments a part of the 
day on condition that their employes shall 
spend a portion of the time at the polls doing 
service as voters and as Ballot-Box Guards ; 
and (2) by raising a fund for the payment of 
the challengers to be selected by the Repub- 
lican Committee for each precinct, to remain 
by the ballot-boxes from the opening of the 
polls till after the vote shall have been count- 
ed and the result announced. 

The Cincinnati people have recently dem- 
onstrated that ballot-box stuffing may be de- 
feated by eternal vigilance. One year ago 


the Democrats carried that city by 5,000 ma- 


jority,—so unusual a majority that it was 


felt that it could only have been ob- 


tained by fraud. This year the honest 
voters organized in every ward, as we 
have suggested they shall organize in Chi- 
cago, and remained by the ballot-boxes till 
the vote was counted. They gave special at- 
tention to those wards where the Democratic 
vote of last year was strangely excessive. 
The result was that the vote in such wards 
was reduced to its proper proportions, and 
the city went Republican by 1,600 majority. 
There is no registry law in Ohio, and the 
people were deprived of this protection as 
they will be in Chicago at this election ; and 
it is universally admitted that, if these ex- 
traordinary precautions had not been tak- 
en, there would have been frauds this year 
as there were last year with a similar result. 
What Cincinnati has done Chicago may do, 
as it is just as imperative here as it wes 
there; but to defeat the Chicago ballot-box 
stuffers, with all the election judges and all 
the roughs in the city on their side, will re-

POSTING HIS OWN SHAME. 

The Staats-Zeitung, or Mr. Hesine through 

the Staats-Zeitung, with a shamefacedness 
which is simply unparalleled, is now parading 
a letter to himself upon the occasion of his 
departure for Europe siz years ago, and ac- 
companying a service of plate, signed by 
prominent Republicans. This letter he now 
sets forth, without date, as a certificate of 
present good political character ! 
What were the circumstances under which 
this letter was drawn and signed? At the 
time this plate-presentation occurred Mr. 
HrsNo was on the eve of departure for 
Europe to place his son in college, and it 
was understood that he would be absent 
three or four years. This was in the fall 
of 1869, six years ago, at a time 
when Mr. Hrsmo was an active and energetic 
Republican editor and politician. It was at 
atime when he was not an apostate to his 
party and an ingrate to his friends. It was 
at a time when he had not gone into Bum- 
mer and Opposition parties. It was at a time 
when he had not joined the scallawags and 
tax-eaters, and become the leader of loafers, 
bummers, and the criminal classes. He was 
then on the side of decency, morality, correct 
principles, and of political honesty. His 
friends improved the occasion to give him a 
supper at the Briggs House, and before 
the evening of the supper two 
papers were drawn up by some of 
Mr. Hestno’s confidential friends, perhaps by 
Mr. RAsrer, the one testifying to the general 
respect felt for him by his party friends, and 
the other calling for subscriptions for a 
service of plate. These papers were circu- 
lated by some of his intimates, and the gen- 
tlemen to whom they were presented signed 
them for the reason that Mr. Hesme had al- 
ways acted with them in political matters, 
had been the advocate of Republican princi- 
ples and a prominent German leader of the 
Republican party. They signed their names, 
they gave him the supper. They presented 
him the plate. They bade him good-bye, and 
wished him well. 

Now, in the name of all that is decent, so- 
cially and politically, what does Mr. Hs 
expect to gain by publishing this farewell 
letter six years after date? His relations to 
the men who signed those papers are now 
totally changed. He is now working against 
the party of which he then was a leader; he 
is now the leader of the bad and dangerous 
elements in this city. 

Upon what possible grounds can he explain 
this publication of @ certificate of his own fall 
and dishonor? Tm Trisone or the Journal 
might have published it as a fit object at 
which to point the finger of scorn, but that 
the Staats-Zeitung should print this evidence 
of his backsliding almost surpasses belief.

In the Chicago inflation organ we find the 
following picture of happy, prosperous, 
good times when the country was being con- 
sumed by the flames of war: 

During the War, when the governmental expendi- 
tures for the support of the army and the civil service 
were at one time $3,000,000 per day; when taxes were 
high—never so high before nor since—even to the ex- 
tent of necessitating a burden upon all internal as 
well as external industry, the whole country was pros- 
perous because the people of the whole country were em- 
ployed. The burdens of taxation, direct ard indirect, 
never before nor since rested so lightly upon the 
shoulders of the masses, Public improvements were 
inaugurated and prosecuted generously. Private en- 
terpriees in which the public was benefited were es- 
tabliahed and maintained on a liberal scale. Prosperity 
was seen On every hand. 

This season of universal prosperity was 
when there were half a million of young and 
able-bodied men of the North, who had been 
withdrawn from happy homes and peaceful 
industry,—languishing in the hospitals, dying 
of their wounds and diseases, or were lying, 
in their cold graves. At the same time there 
were a million of other young men of the 
North bearing arms in the field, suffering and 
enduring the perils and hardships of bloody 
war. On the other side of the line the whole 
population was enlisted in one way or the 
other in the War. Immense hospi- 
tals, prisons, and  grave-yards at- 
tested the general prosperity! There, 
too, the men had perished by the tens of 
thousands, and there, too, as at the North, 
each village had its population of widows 
and orphans, celebrating the unprecedented 
prosperity of the at last happy land! The 
land was filled with tears and desolation, 
but the camp-followers hada harvest plun- 
dering the living, the dying, and the dead. 
It wasa glorious time,—millions of armed 
men seeking the destruction of each other ; 
armies and navies burning and destroying 
property at the rate of millions of dollars a 
day. Never was there such a season of 
“prosperity.” Bounty-jumpers grew rich; 
corrupt Congressmen received large divi- 
dends ; subsidy-brokers drove a rushing busi- 
ness; contractors robbed right and left; there 
was not a dishonest man in all the land who 
did not prosper as dishonest men had never 
prospered before. 

It was the time of borrowing money. The 
Government borrowed from $2,000,000 to 
$3,000,000 a day, and spent it for powder 
and rifles and instruments of destruction, for 
paper shoes, shoddy clothing, and for distri-. 
bution among the hungry vultures that flocked 
to the putrid carcases of the War. But it 
was @ prosperoustime! The printing-presses 
were busy issuing money and bonds,—is- 
suing printed mortgages on the future 
for a hundred years. Placing judgments on 
the property of subsequent generations to 
enrich the thieves and villains, vagabonds 
and adventurers who howled like blood- 
hounds for the blood of the brave, patriotic, 
and honest. “Prosperity was on every 
hand,”—the price of blood ran high, and dis- 
honest contractors and loya: place-holders 
thought there never had been such prosperi- 
ty. They think so yet, and here in Chicago, 
in 1875, is their organ lamenting over the 
good old times of the War,” when the Gov. 
ernment was spending three millions of dol- 
lars a day in contracts, and when “ prosperi- 
ty wasseen on every hand.” 

The argument of this class demands a re- 
newal of the War; that a navy be built, that 
a million and a half of men be armed, and 
clothed, and put in the field; that these ar- 
mies shall ravage and de: ; that producers 
be taken from stry and applied to de- 
struction; that the nt will spend 
three to five millions of dollarsa day; that 
money shall be cheap ; that contracts be abun- 
dant; and that a new season of robbery,

If to be prosper- 
ous we must have war, why not then convert 
this into a military Republic, and have war a 
perpetual institution? The prosperity of in- 
flation is like that of war. It is the harvest 
of fraud, robbery, extravagance, destruction, 
It is the paradise of the gambler 


and the thief, the speculator and the plun-

PROTECT THE BALLOT-BOX. 

The political prostitutes of Chicago have 
notified the tax-payers of the city, through 
their representatives on the County Board, 
that they mean to stuff the ballot-boxes at 
the next election. This is the only explana- 
tion of the refusal of the just demand that 
the Republican party should be represented 
on the list of judges of election at every poll. 
The judges whom Mr. Hzsrxe had appointed 
at his secret confab with the Committee on 
Public Service of the County Board are ex- 
pected to falsify the voice of the people. 
That is what they are chosen for. The old 
Tammany trick of having duplicate ballot- 
boxes, properly filled beforehand, substituted 
for those used at certain polls during the 
eltction, is to be tried by our Tammany. 
Two boxes were stolen before the spring 
election, and doubtless served as models for 
false boxes that were used then. This game 
is to be tried again. The old games of 
stuffing the boxes, of repeating, of rioting, 
will also be tried. The citizens of Chicago 
are duly notified that our Tammany dynasty 
means to perpetuate its power by the same 
means that the Tammany Ring of New York 
used to maintain itself. Whatare they going 
to do about it? We can tell them what to 
do. Let every ward-club call for volunteers 
forthwith and organize resolute, strong young 
men into a committee for the protection of the 
ballot-bozr in that ward. Let this Committee 
be at the polls from the time the polls open 
until the voting ends and the votes are counted. 
Let it keep an independent list of the number 
of votes cast, and, as far as possible, of the 
number cast for each ticket. Let it exercise 
the legal right of challenge. If any attempt 
is made to steal the ballot-box or to commit 
fraud in the counting, let the Committee pre- 
vent it,—by force, if necessary. If felons, 
and gamblers, and amateur pugilists try to 
possess themselves of the polls, they will be- 
gin a game that two can play at. A bullet 
fired into such a crowd cannot well go amiss, 
The time is short. Five days hence the 
election is to be held. If the Committee 
on Public Service had distributed circulars 
announcing its intention to commit a sweep- 
ing fraud in order to insure the election of 
Mr. Hrsmo and his Tammany colleagues, 
the declaration could not be plainer. The 
duty of honest men is clear. It is not 
enough for them to go to the polls. Some 
of them must stay there during the day. 
This must not be left to chance. Organiza- 
tion is absolutely necessary. ‘The ward-clubs 
should vie with each other in forming com- 
mittees for the protection of the ballot-box.

HEINRICH VON STEIN. 

Germany has taken up the practice of 
hero-worship with a vigor that must warm 
the cockles of Cams heart. The last 
person to receive a monument is Heimwrica 
Frreprich Kart, Baron von Sr, whose 
statue was unveiled in Berlin, Tuesday, by 
the Prince Imperial, Our Farr.” This 
eminent statesman, the forerunner of Bis- 
Marck, whose peaceful victories made the 
bloody ones of 1866 and 1870 possible, is lit- 
tle known to-day. He was a great states- 
man, not a great fighter. A blood-stain on 
the page of history attracts more attention 
than the details of a peaceful revolution. 
The latter is apt to be by far the more im- 
portant. The man who now stands glorified 
in bronze at Berlin was the author of what is 
known to every deep student of pol- 
itics as ‘‘Srem’s System.” That sys- 
tem has made Prussia the strongest Power 
in Europe. The resources of the Empire 
rest on the broad foundations built up by the 
reforms devised and perfected by Srem and 
his famous pupil, Hagpensere. The work 
of the two isso intimately associated that 
the laws they had passed are usually spoken 
of as the Srerm- DENBERG system. STEIN, 
after an honorable but subordinate career in 
politics, was called to the head of the Prus- 
sian Ministry in 1807. The country at that 
time was completely in the hands of Na- 
rolzox. The King was obliged to ask the 
French Emperor whether he would approve 
of this choice. He graciously assented, for 
he was ignorant of the fact that the new Min- 
ister was at heart bitterly hostile to French 
supremacy. He learned his mistake within 
a year, and his imperious mandate 
to the Prussian ruler compelled the 
withdrawal of the Minister in November, 
1808. Within this brief twelvemonth, Sram 
carried some remarkable reforms, and planned 
others which he left to his successor, 
Harpenserc, to accomplish. Among these 
reforms were the abolition of serfage, the 
taxation of the nobility, universal military 
service, universal education, and a sweeping 
land-law, which produced as marvelous a 
change as the land-laws which were born of 
the French Revolution. It created the force 
af yeomanry, which is now the strength of 
Prussia, and the backbone of all peaceful 
government in France. England had such 
yeomanry once. Her policy of concentrat- 
ing, instead of dividing, her land has changed 
her yeomen of the past into the starve- 
ling paupers of the present. Un- 
der the Prussian system, a tenant- 
farmer can buy the land he tills at a sum 
equal to a thirty-year purchase, If he has not 
the money, the State gives the landlord a 
bond and collects from the tenant a yearly 
sum which extinguishes, within thirty-one 
years, the principal and interest of the bond. 
No one familiar with the economic history of 
the land-question can doubt that this extreme 
case of State interference is the secret of the 
amazing strength of Prussia to-day. It cre- 
ated the common people, raised them from 
brutish hewers of wood and drawers of water 
to men. If the mere catalogue of Srem’s 
reforms is so amazing, what must the reforms 
themeelves have been? This man’s hfe was

Mr. Hrsmo, in order that he may be 
elected to the rich pickings of the County 
Treasury, asks the people to vote for the re- 
election of two of the men whom he has de- 
nounced as members of the Ring, and to 
choose three others of the same character for 
the County Board, just after that Ring has 
necessitated the raising of the county tax- 
levy from four mills the last year to something 
more than siz and a half mills the coming year. 
This is an increase by more than one-half of 
what the levy was last year, and within one 
mill of the constitutional limit. Another 
year of Ring rule in the County Board will 
reach the limit, and probably on an increased 
valuation. The interest and temporary 
loan account has been increased over 
$110,000. The estimated deficiency in 
the County Clerk’s office is $47,000, 
though this office used to yield a 
fortune for its occupant every term when 
the fees belonged to the incumbent. The 
estimated deficiency in the Sheriff's office is 
$77,500 (not including the dieting of prison- 
ers, which is $20,000 more), though the Sher- 
iff’s office formerly yielded a fortune every 
term to its occupant when the fees belonged 
to the incumbent. Last year the deticiency 
in the Sheriff's office was only $65,500,—$12,- 
000 less. The expenses of the Corpner’s de- 
partment have been increased from $10,500 
to $16,260. Andsoon. These are samples 
of how it is done. And Mr. Hama, after 
having denounced the Ring as a pack of d— 
scoundrels, now supports two of the mem- 
bers for re-election, and has put up two oth- 
ers of the same calibre to take the places of 
two honest men—CLovuGcH and Jonzs—who 
have uniformly voted against the Ring.

If the man controlling the 
county moneys has lost $1,000, in addition to 
all the money in his pocket, at a single game 
of poker, he can scarcely escape the sus- 
picion that he has lost other sums at other 
times. And if all this is true, the people will 
certainly hesitate about electing a man of 
the present Treasurer's choice to succeed 
him and count the money. If thereis any 
truth in this story, it is manifestly the better 
policy to elect somebody whom the present 
Treasurer does not want to count the money.

THE MINES.

THE UNION PACIFIC CASE. 
ARGUMENTS IN THE SUPREME COURT. 

Wasutseton, D. C., Oct. 27.—In the Supreme 
Court to-day the Government appeal from the 
decision of the Court of Chaim in the Union 
Pacific case came up for argument. The sub- 
stantial question presented by this case is 
whether, by the construction of the act of 1862, 
incorporating the Union Pacific Railroad Com- 
pany. as amended by the act of 1964, the United 
States, whenever it pays interest upon the bonds 
issued to aid in the construction of the road, is 
entitled to enforce immediate payment thereof 
from the Company by suit or otber- 
wise, or whether such reimbursement can 
be obtained only by the appiication of one- 
half the compensation due the Company for 
services rendered to the Government, and 
5 per cent of the net earnings of the 
road after its compietion. The Company 
insist that the latter construction is obvious aud 
just, and consequently that it ia entitied to re- 
cover the amount herein claimed, being one- 
half of the sum due for compensation, as stated. 
The Government does not pretend, as asserted 
by the Company, that it may witbhoid this half 
by force of any authority to that effect expressed 
in the statutes, but solely apon the ground that 
upon payment of interest on the bonds it there- 
upon becomes to that extent creditor of the 
Company entitled to immediate imbursement of 
the sum paid, recoverable by suit or offset. 

The Company contend that the framework of 
the charter, the declared national purposes it 
sete forth, the Government control assumed,

be obtained under the act of 1862,—ali, it is said, 
concur to establish that the work was deemed by 
the Government of such paramount national

whether of boods or land. should be regarded as 
donations to the Company. Plainly, it is said 
they were not such, but are to be viewed as rea- 
sonable national contributions to aid in the con- 
struction of a great national highway along our 
public domain, connecting the East with the far 
West by telegraph and railway. It is then con- 
tended that, by the provisions of the charter, 
which are examined at length, the Company was 
not bound either expressly or by implication im- 
mediately to reimburse the Government for the 
interest it should pay upon bonds, nor until 
their maturity. 

The Attorney-General submits that the plain 
meaning and intent of Congress, apparent from 
all the statutes when construed together, is that 
the United States are entitled—under the char- 
ter accepted by the Company—to retain the 
whole value of the services rendered to the 
United States toward the payment of interest 
advanced by the Government upon the bonds 
loaned to the Company. The Attorney-General 
gays that, if the judgment below in favor of the 
Company is sustained, $200,000, 000 will be trans- 
ferred to the stockholders of these roads. If, 
says the Attorney-General, this judgment be 
sustained, before a single generation shall have 
passed the Government will ha ve paid for the 
different Pacific Companies $318,035,714 in inter-

POSTAL MATTERS. 
PRITISH OVERLAND MAILS. 
Special Dispatch to The Chicaao Tribune, 

Wasuineton, D. C., Oct. 27.—The Past-Office 
Department is in correspondence with the Brit- 
ish postal authorities relative to a modification 
of the present postal treaty with Great Britain 
so far as regards postage on British closed mails 
from New York to San Francisco. This route was 
especially excepted from the operations of the 
treaty of Berne. The present treaty requires 
Great Britain to pay 60 cents per pound for et- 
ter mails, and 6 cents per pound for paper mails. 
It costs the United States 28 cents 
per pound to transport the mail 
from New York to San francisco irrespective of 
the class of matter. This is the compensstion 
received by the railroade. Our Post-Office De- 
partmeot has proposed to Great Britain that the 
treaty sball be modified eo that British closed 
mails shail pay 28 cents per pound for all classes 
of mail matter. This proposition contemplates 
ABOLISHING THE DISTINCTION BETWEEN LETTER 

AND PAPER MAIL, 
as there is no such distinction in this country. 
The expense to our Department of carrying the 
British closed mail is very considerable, as the 
aber mail through to Australia seldom weighs 
ess than 6 tons. 
THE FAST MAIL-TRAINS. 

The permanent success of the fast mail-trains 
appears to depend upon the result of the weigh- 
ing of the mails in December and January. If

FREE LETTER-DELIVERY. 

The annual report of the free-delivery division 
of tue Post-Oftice Department shows that there 
are now employed by that branch of the service 
2.195 earners, distributed among a total of 
eighty-seven oflices, and that they delivered 
during the fiecal year nearly 228,000,000 letters, 
68,000,000 newspapers, and some 34.000, 000 
postal-cards, besides collecting about 243,000, - 
000 pieces of various kinds. The total cost of 
the service was $1,850,042, and the roceiptse 
from postage on local matter amounted to 
$1,947,559. As compared with the preceding 
fiscal year these aggregates show an increase in 
the number of carriers of 146, and in the num- 
ber of pieces handled of 71,000,000, together 
with an increase of 4 per cent in the cost of the 
service, and of 21 per cent in the receipts from 
local postage, which now for the first ume ex- 
ceed the cost of the free~lelivery system. 

THE CROPS. 

The agricultural returus for October show 
that the wheat crop of the present year is a short 
one, aud there is a marked deterioration m 
quality. The average thus far reported is 
about 80 per cent of last year’s production. If 
this indicates the total depreciation, it amounts 
to nearly 62,000,000 bushels, and gives the crop 
at 246,000,000 bushels. In quality the crop 
averages 14 per cent below sound condition. 
The condition of the corm crop is 
exceptionally bigh. The produce exported this 
gear falls short of 1874 about 4 per cent. The 
oats product 5 per cent greater than last year. 
The potatoe crop promises tobe extraordinary, 
both in yield and quality. Tobacco is 2 per cent 
above the 1 Barley 18 87 per cent of last 
year’s crop, buckwheat not far from the 
average.

Three charges of assault to 
kill Capt. George W. Sisney against Timothy 
Coyle were dismissed, the confessian of Marshal! 
Crain having exhonerated him. Milton Baxter, 
charged with murdering Vincent “Hinchechffe. 
gave bail in the sum of $3,000, and had his case 
continued. In the case of the State va. 
William J. Crain, alias “Big Jeff Oraio,” 
alias Black Bill Crain, and Nash 
W. Crain, alias “ Yellow Bill Crain,” for the 
murder of William Spence, the first was granted 
a change of venue to Alexander County, and 
will be tried in January. “ Yellow Bili” was ad- 
mitted to bail in the sum of $5,000. Marshall 
Crain, who pleaded guilty to the murder of Will- 
iam Spence, and now under sentence of death, 
has been very penitent, and his cries 
are coustantly beard by those in 
proximity to his call. He now entertains the 
hope that he can purify his soul by embracing 
religion. He held up with remarkable courage 
until Friday last, when he broke down com- 
pletely, and confessed that he was not only the 
assassin of William Spence but also of Capt. 
Sisney, and that he swore against Baker to save 
bis own life. On the day mentioned he bad 
George Sisney, Jr., called to his cell, and 
told him that he was the murderer of his father. 
He prostrated himself before the young man, 
and asked his forgiveness. Sisney replied that 
he could not forgive the murderer of his father, 
as forgiveness for such a crime would be unnat- 
ural. Crain remarked that be was not in his 
right mind when he committed the deed. 


THE MERCENARY MURDER AT SAGINAW.

WAR OF RACES IN KENTUCKY.

You published some time since an account of 
the war between the negroes and natives, and 
the excitement caused by it. Well, hostilities 
have commenced again between the same par- 
ties. It seems that three negroes in the employ 
of Mr. Cummings were on their way from his 
place to Mr. Farris’ store, 2}¢ miles from the 
former place. When passing the saloon of Will- 
iam Helton they were stopped by him, and he 
commenced talking tothem. While talking to 
them Red and Johh Helton stepped out of the 
house and fired on the party, but with what ef- 
fect is not ascertained at this writing. The ne- 
groes at once made their way back to their 
camps and told their story. It was but few min- 
utes after, another negro was passing along 
and was stopped by the same parties, but 
it is not necessary to state what occurred, as he 
tolle his own tale. On learning that ove of their 
arty were in the hands of the Heltons and 
ikely to be foully dealt with, they resolved to 
rescue him at all hazards. In a few moments 
about thirty of the negroes had started to the 
rescue, When they arrived at the house where 
— occurred they were told the whites 
had star to Beaver k. or Plat Rock, 
where a sister of the Heltons live. The negroes 
were not long in reaching the place, being only 
a short distance behind the Helton party, eight 
in number; but when the negroes arrived there 
were only two to be found, John Helton and 
Jo Holloway, who were guarding the negro they 
had captured. Holloway at once hid himself be- 
tween two beds, but did not escape altogether ; 
he was shot in the hand and shoulder, though 
not seriously. Joun Helton was instantly killed, 
when the negroes returned to their camp, after 
releasing the captured — The wegroes 
seem determined to stay on work until it is 
completed, and defend them; elves from any and 
ali aggreseors. Mr. Cummings is using eve 
effort in his power to restore peace in this v . 
ty. 
Mr. Cummings says he ie willing to let the 
authorities settie the difficulty if they will take 
it into their hands, as itis as necessary to the 
progress of hie work as it is to the interest of 
the community at large. I am sure he is ad- 
vising the negroes in his employ to take no steps 
that will endanger the peace and well-being of 
the community. I think the trouble to-day orig- 
inated in the return of some negroes who have 
been gone ever since the killing of Peter Hel- 
toa. Ts 19 reported that his friends have been 
trying to raise a party to capture them since 
their return. They say they only want those in- 
terested in the killing of Pete. t those fired 
on this morning were not concerned in that af- 
tray and felt no fear whatever of being molest- 
ed, hence they were ng by the saloon kept 
by a brother of Pete Helton.

Woe have several times asked the question, what sre 
our commercial statistics worth? and have now and 
then given instances in which they were open to im- 
provement. One of these is now inorder, On Mon- 
day night some 2,300 bris pork arrived here from Mil- 
waukee. The fact was not reported to the Bord of 
Trade for Tuesday bulletin. That omission, per- 
baps, ought not to be loudly complained of; but the 
fact that yesterday mor#ing the receipt of 1,778 bris 
over the Milwaukee & St, Paul Railroad was acknowl- 
edged gave rise to severe comment, Where is the re- 
mainder? Still another thing is noteworthy. We find 
no record of the shipmentin any of the Milwaukee 
papers, It is possible that the statement was made, 
and overlooked; but if not so, then of what value are 
the Milwaukee statistics? Is it carelessness or design 
on the part of the parties making the returns? and, in 
either case, ought not a reform to be attempted ? 
Cases have been noted in which there was reason to 
think that the report was intentionally silent, the ob- 
ject being to prevent a change in the market, which 
would ensue if the fact of the movement were known, 

Complaint is made that the inspection scales, by 
which the quality of the grain recerved into store in 
this city is determined, are wrong on some of the 
tracks. In one case the bottom of the bucket was 
dented in so much as to make a difference of fully one 
pound in the estimated weight of the bushel, making 
it seem to be that much less than the truth, The di- 

} culty is now practically remedied, the attention of the 
Inspection Committee having been called to the fact, 
and it is hoped that no further cause for complaint 
will arise, 

The leading produce markets were steadier yester- 
day, with a little more strength in some, though that 
was chiefly due toa pressure to settle up contracts 

maturing soon, Next Saturday will be the last trading 
day of October, and a good deal of property will prob- 
ably change hands on Monday on November contracts, 
after the work of this month has been closed up. There 
was less doing for shipment than is desirable at this 
season. A few charters were taken, but 

nearly to remove a volume 
equal to the receipts of the day, and 
it now looks as if we shall begin the winter with heavy 
stocks on hand of nearly all kinds of grain. Already 
the work of shipment to lower lake ports is Aragging, 
and in a few days more it will not be thought prudent 
to send grain forward for passage through the Gulf of 
St. Lawrence, The Buffalo route and harbor will be 
open for some weeks yet, but higher rates on freights 
and insurance will tend to diminiend the selling price 
of grain here.

THE WHEAT PROSPECT. 

The New York Herald of the 25th says in relation 
to the anticipated active movement and export de- 
mand for the large crops of the West: 

These hopes may yet be realized, but as no possible 
good can come from seli-deception upon a matter of 
such vital importance, we below present some facts 
which seem to bear directly upon the general pros- 
perity of the country, and especially upon the interest 
of transportation companies. The same bright 
promises were indulged in one year ago —— the 
crop of 1876, but — failed in t our 
farmers and specula would not, until too! a- 
cept a price at which our wheat could be exported, so 
that while Great Britain for the year between Septem- 
ber, 1874, and Se ber, 1875, imported over 2,000,000 
ewt more of wheat then in the twelve preceding 


be short of wheat this year, butas we readin the 
London papers of liberal importations from that 
country it seems likely that Great Britain again is to 
be the only buyer of wheat. If so, the following facts 
are of importance: The movements of wheat toward 
Great Britain from Bept.

Thus, while Great Hritain actually imported and had 
afloat 67.235 bu more than at the corresponding 
time last year, the Atlantic ports—accepting New York 
as the criterion—had ex about 1,000,000 bu less, 
It has been estimated that Great Britain would be 
compelled to import during the year, from Sept. 1, 
some 70,000,000 cwts of wheat. If this estimate is cor- 
rect it seema she has nearly 20 per cent of the total 
quantity im sight within the first month. It may here be 
remarked that the exports from New York since Oct. 2 
to date show but a trifling decrease from those of last 


year.

CALIFORNIA CROPS. 

The Secretary of the San Francisco Produce Ex- 
change has reported the stocks of flour and grain in 
the, State on the Ist of October, The totals embrace 
50,900 bris of flour, 5,450,200 centals of wheat, 1.480, 
000 centals barley, 114,500 centals of oats, 160,900 cen- 
tals of corn, and 15,680 centals of rye, Of the barley» 
232,700 centals is credited as belug in San Francisco, 
afloat in the harbor and at Oakland Wharf, and a good 
portion of the remainder is credited tothe southern 
counties. The Sulletin says: 

„Exporters still think we shall have 6,000,000 centals 
for shipment abroad, over one-third of which has 
already gone forward, and there will probably be less 
than 2,000,000 centals left for export in the last Half of 
the year.” 


PROVISIONS. 

HOG PRODUCTS—Were quiet end steadier, with an 
upward tendency in the speculative articles, The re- 
col pts of hogs were rather larger than expected, and 
the animal was easier, but this fact scarcely affected 
product, as there is but little of the latter offering. 
There was e fair demand to fill contracts, and not 
much from buyers for consumption, Packers were 
still undecided what todo. Prices of hogs are $1.50@ 
9.00 per 100 Ibe higher than s year ago, and they were 
thought to be high enough then. Now the situation 
ie regarded with fear by many, and only the 
boldest will venture to operate if present prices 
should be sustained. The regular packing season 
should open next Monday, and some packers will be 
then at work, but at the rate at which hogs are now 
coming forward, all cannot commence even if current 
prices should not stand in the way. If it were not for 
the fact that the market ie very short on product the 
leading packers would probably work hard to put 
down prices for the general good of the trade, so that 
there would be a chance for profif on a rising market 
during the season. 

Mess Pornx—Wasin fair demand, and 106190 per 
bri higher for present delivery, and 5c upon the longer 
options. There was no special change in New York,

LetcrsTzen, Oct. 11,—The water in the eastern 
and western parts of Leicester rose so rapidly on 
Sunday morning by the overflow of the anal and 
the Soar that the inhabitants in most parts had 
not time to remove their to places of 
safety, and had to betake ves to their 
upper rooms, where they were involuntari- 
ly imprisoned for the remainder of the 
day, leaving their furniture to float about 
in the lower rooms in water to the 
depth of from 3 to 4 feet. So great was the 
rush of water across Beigrave- road, one of the 
principal thoronghfares in the eastern outskirts 
of the town, that a strong wall and several brick 
suramer-houses in allotment gardens elose by 
were washed down and carried away, and acres 
of surrounding land were inundated, 
presenting the appearance of an iniand 
sea. in the county the floods seem to 
have been the heaviest in the direction of Biabdy, 
the whole country in that direction presenting 
the appearance of a lake. Here Mrs. Allen lost 
22 sheep ; and between Aylestone and Leicester 
a large number of cattle and sheep which had 
been posted in fields oiving the canal have 
been washed away and wned, while a num- 
ber of pigs are also missing. At Glenfield, 
where a railway bridge on the Leicester & 
Swannington Railway was washed away, as well 
as a portion of the embankment, the 
were also very deep, and, again occurring in the 
night, caused the wildest confusion to prevail. 

Market Hargporover, Oct. 11,—A vy fall 
of rain, commencing at 1:30 p. m. on Saturday, 
at Market Harborough, and continuing until 
midnight, had ca the Welland to overflow 
its banks, laying an unusual quantity of land 
under water. The line of the flood in the town 
street is the highest that has been marked dur. 
ing the last fifty years. The quantity of 
rain which fell during the twelve hours amount- 
ed to 2.15 inches. 

Notrinesam, Oct. 11.—Owing to the torrents 
of rain which fell on Saturday aod during last 
night, the Trent has in many places overflowed 
its banks, and considerable tracts of land in the 
valley of the river are inundated. No casual- 
ties are reported, as the water in this district did 
pot rise with sufficient rapidity to carry off live 
stock. It is likely, however, that potatoes and 
other root crops will suffer from the excessive 
moisture. 

Oxrorp, Oct. 11.—There are vast sheets of 
water both in Christ Church and Port Meadows 
and the intermediate neighborhood of the river's 
course. Ihe drainage works, which were going 
on so successfully, have been brought to a com- 
plete standstill, the excavations being filled with 
water. 

PENN Dan, Oct. 11.—The heavy rains of Sat- 
utday and Sunday have done great damage to 
many of the collieries in South Stafford. The 
workings were found so completely inundated 
that several days must elapse before operations 
can be resumed. 

Towcester, Oct. 10.—Testerday (Saturday) 
evening, the 9th inet., a terrific storm broke 
over this town and neighborhood. In a very 
short time the rivulet which meanders along by 
the East and West Junction Railway, crossing it 
here and there, and falling into the Tow at the 
above town, was swollen into a torrent. The scene 
of devastation to-day (Sunday) is very striking. 
For fully th Uarters of a mile, from just be- 
low the Greens Norton Junction of the 
West Junction Railway with the Northampton & 
Banbury Line, the permanent way of the 
former is completely swept away, with 
the exception of a few wol 
The ballast has drifted in some places 
to about 50 across the sdjacent 
meadows, and undoubtedly very much is 
carried into the bed of the rivulet. The sleep- 
ers, with the rails attached, have sunk 2 or 3 feet 
in some places, and here and there they are in- 
clined at an angle of about 35 deg. Similar de- 
vastation has occurred at several points on the 
line, but not to so great an extent. It is sup- 
posed that the traffieon the line will necessarily 
be suspended for at least a week. In the lower 
part of the town many houses were inundated.

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THE OHIO ELECTION IN ENGLAND. 


The Defeat of the Inflationists—En-« 
glish Investments in American Se- 
curities—Eifect on the Presidential 


Election. 
London Standard, Oct. 14. 

The Democrats have lost the one important 
election of the present year. ihe contest 
in Ohio, which for months past bas 
been exciting so much interest throughoot 
the United States and promising to fore 
shadow the result of the Presidential campaign 
tweive months hence, was fought on Tuesday 
last, and the Republicans proved victorious by a 
large majority. 

At the beginning of the canvass all the evi- 
dence seemed to show that the majority of the 
people of Ohio were in favor of a further iesue 
of greenbacks. Certainly among the Repub- 
licans there was a strong tendency in tbat 
direction. It is reassuring, then, to find 
that discussion has availed to change the ma- 
jority into a minority. No doubt, the support 
of inflation was a wider departure from principle 
on the part of the Democrats than on that of 
the Repubiicans, and it is reasonable to suppose 
that, as the discussion went on, and the real 
points at issue came to be generally understood, 
many staunch Democrats shrank from giving 
their adhesion to a policy which is in flagrant 
contradiction with all their antecedents. 

Looked at in its broad aspect frem the point 
of view of impartial foreigners, the result of the 
election is eminentiy satisfactory. Is removes 
all fear of inflation and repudiation.

this Ohio canvass was that they did not merely 
call out for more paper money,—tnat 
might have sprun from mere errone- 
ous theory,—but they also endesvored to 
rouse odiam against the public creditor.

She does not look at all like one who could be guilty of 
such a crime as poisoning. She says she attended 
Mrs, Allely all through her sickness, and noted nearly 
all ita peculiarities. The lower portion of the house 
had been painted throughout week before Mrs. 
Allely was taken sick, and, as the rooms were kept 
close, she supposed the woman was suiferi from 
painter’s colic, Since then, however, she has ed 
that painter's colic is a most painful disease, and 
is accompanied by violeut spasms or convulsions, none 
of which Mrs. Allely experienced until a short time 
before her death. Mr. Allely’s illness she attributes to 
the fact that he had been irregular in meals ever 
since his wife's death, and this, together with the 
grief and the strong liquors he had been drinking, 
unsettled his stomach. Deemingit best to make a 
thorough examination of e case, the offi- 
cers thought it best tosearch the premises and hold 
Mrs. Lawson foran official investigation. A search 
of the rooms revealed the ce of nothing at all 
suspicious, The tea which the lady uses and has been 
using is bought at a corner grocery. It has a peculiar 
greenish tinge not at all natural, but Mre. Lawson says 
she has drank at least four cups a day of it ever since 
she has been living there, and has always found it 

in quality. The officer carried away 
samples of rand other articles in the house, and 
accompanied Mrs. Lawson to the station, where she 
‘was confined until the examination this morning. If 
she is innocent,—and it is likely that she is,—she is 
the victim of a chain of circumstantial evidence which 
it may be difficult to clear away. There is a slight 
possibility that the coloring of the tea may be 
owing to some mineral substance which seriously 
affected Mrs. Alley while uu did not leave 
any impression on Mrs. Lawson, who habitually used 
it, There is another in connection with the iliness 
of Mrs, Allely that perhaps account for the pe- 
culiarities of her sickness, She was advancing in ma- 
ternity, and the effect of tne new paint may have 
caused her death without any visible symptoms of 
painter’s colic. The matter will receive a full investi- 
gation this morning.

Does it cost more to lay 
tracks and run cars on the South Side than in other 
parts of the city? Is it nota discrimination in rates 
of fare which is calculated to injure property-holders 
on the South Side? If aman can travel to and from 
his business from the West Side from 4% to 60 per 
cent cheaper than he can from the South ry," of 
course he will be more likely to rent or buy 
a house on the West Side, And is it not true that 
there are fewer vacant houses on the West Side than 
on the South Side at this moment, for this reason: In 
the many advertisements under the head of “ Wanted, 
to Rent,” in Sundays Trrevune, I notice that a large 
majority of the advertisers want houses on the West 
side.” or 2 cents a ride for a man with a fami- 
ly is a big thing to save in a year, es lly if his sal- 
ary is small. And to property-holders on the South 
Side this a matter demanding immediate attention. 
This discrimination in fares in favor of the West Side 
will cost the property-owners of the South Side very 
seriously in the run of afew years. It ought not to 
be suffered to exist. If the street railroad companies 
themselves, on the South Side, could afford to keep 
their rates so much above the rates on the West Side, 
which is very doubtful, they ought not to be willing to 
sacrifice the interests of their customers and property- 
owners on the South Side as they are now doing. 1
